Bad weather is to blame for 
at least part of the December 
downturn. Many factories had 
to shirt down or cut their pro- 
duction because workers and 
components could mot get 
through the snow. 

But even without the impact 
of the weather, which is likely 
to have an equal effect or 
January figures, industrial 
production showed some signs 
of faltering. 

The signs of weakening Out- 
put come at the worst moment 
for Sir Geoffrey Howe, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, who 
had been hopimg to encourage 
industrial recovery without 
big rax concessions in bis next 
Budget. 2 

But ,the figures are unlikely 
to deflect him from his view 
that the worst of the recession 
is over and thar industrial 
output .will recover gently 
throughout 1982. 

The Treasury had. expected 
that the growth in productinn 
seen in. the autumn of 1981 
would falter around the turn 
of the year.

The House should first be 
reminded of the limited function 
of an appellate court in an appeal 
of that kind.
